PEACE ISSUE

U ltim ate control of the rich G erm an 
R uhr 
industrial keystone of contin­ 
ental Europe—is providing one of the 
toughest issues 
to be 
settled 
by 
America, B ritain and France. 
Twice 
now th e R uhr, with 
its 
wealth of iron and coal, has been the 
arsenal of an aggressive Reich e n ­ 
gaged in world war. The Allies have 
sworn th a t never again shall G er­ 
m any be able to utilize the treasure 
of the R uhr in th is m anner. 
However, th e R u h r is so im portant 
th a t Europe can t recover economic­ 
ally while the R u h r Is im potent. And 
this m eans th a t th e M arshall Plan 
also is dependent on it. 
Did Seem Simple 
Not 
so long ago 
th a t problem 
seemed fairly simply. Ju st keep the 
R uhr tinder rigid m ilitary control 
while the w ar dam age is repaired 
and m anufacturing is got under way. 
Well, it isn 't as easy as that. G er­ 
m ans m ust work th e coal mines and 
the blast furnaces—and you ca n 't 
get full production from sullen work­ 
ers They m ast have inducem ent, and 
so America and B ritain have decided 
th a t one incentive would be eventual 
operation of th e industries by the 
G erm ans them selves — with proper 
m ilitary controls, of course. 
But France, thrice overrun by G er­ 
m an arm ies in seven decades, is in ­ 
sisting on in tern atio n al operation of 
the R uhr. S he la afraid to let G er­ 
m any control an asset which is a 
potential w ar th rea t. 
Grave Derision 
F rance's G eneral C harles DeGaulle 
says the decision to tu rn the R uhr 
m ines and m ills back into G erm an 
hands is “the gravest decision m ade 
so far during th e 20th century.’* He 
adds; 
England and America Hatter 
them selves they can m ake som ething 
of sin* Reich to oppose Russia. P er­ 
haps they can. B ut perhaps they 
can 't 
H itler d id n 't have any dif­ 
ficulty in reaching an accord with 
Russia w hen he w anted to dom inate 
Europe." 
T h at's a disturbing thought, and 
I:bowing F ran ce very well I should 
say the average F renchm an would 
agree largely w ith DeGaulle. 
Of course, F rance went through a 
som ew hat .sim ilar argum ent at the 
Versailles Peace Conference after 
World W ar I So one can understand 
France s present fears. However, she 
will have to consider the alternative 
to the A m erican-B ritish proposal: 
failure 
to 
reh ab ilitate 
the 
R uhr 
quickly m ay cau.se a collapse of the 
M arshall Plan on which the eco­ 
nomic recovery of W estern Europe 
depends. 
Past events have shown th a t a 
weak W estern Europe would provide 
prim e grounds for Com m unist ag­ 
gression. F rench security depends 
heavily on a h ealth y Ruhr.

POETRY OF TIIF BIBLE 
By Rev. Howard R. Gold, D.D. 
Margaret C. Gold 
Psalm 24 
Memory selection: And he hath put 
a new song in my m outh, even 
praise unto our God.—Psalm 40:3 
Following the lessons for the cur­ 
rent quarter on The L iterature of the 
Bible we arrive this week at ‘ Poetry' 
in the Bible." While the various 
forms of literature are being dis­ 
cus cd, it must be remembered that 
thought is the chief element 
in 
the'? lessons. The truths in w hat­ 
ever way presented are our main 
concern. 
A dictionary definition of poetry 
is: T hat form of literary a rt which 
expresses loftly thought, feeling or 
action in beautiful language." T hat 
applies to poetry in general Our in­ 
terest here is in Hebrew poetry— 
especially Its structure and content. 
A good sample has bepn selected in 
the 
TWENTY-FOURTH 
PSALM. 
While the Psalms are w ithout ques­ 
tion the finest example of Biblical 
poetry, we find poetry in other parts 
of the Scriptures. The Psalms, and 
practically all of the Bible poetry, are 
classified as lyric poetry, that is 
sorry-poetry. And 
it surpasses 
in 
this class all other poetry in the 
field of literature. 
Form of Poetry 
Hebrew poetry, as we find it in 
the Bible, has a distinctive form or 
is chiefly noted in the expression of 
the same thought in different words. 
The opening lines of the Twenty- 
Fourth Psalm ere pertinent illus­ 
trations: 
"The earth Is the Lord’s, and the 
fulness thereof; 
Tire world, and they th a t dwell 
therein." 
Again and again the .sameness of 
thought but a difference of expres­ 
sion is seen in succeeding verses. 
There are variations but the general

DULLES ASSAILS 
‘DECEPTION'IN 
RUSSIA'S PLAN

Vishinsky told the United Nations 
General Assembly th at Russia de­ 
manded a one-third cut in the armed 
forces of the big five nations and j 
a ban on atom bombs because of this j 
“arm am ents race.” 
He said there was a "war psy­ 
chosis" in the United States and j 
Britain against Russia 
Dulles Attacks “Deception" 
The 
Russian spoke after John 
Foster Dulles of the United States i 
attacked the Soviets’ proposal for 
a one-third arm s cut as "almost ir­ 
responsible” and a "cruel deception." 
Dulles, .speaking at a full meeting 
of the assembly, urged it to approve 
unanimously a m ajority proposal 
calling for further study of steps 
toward arm s lim itations. 
Russia attacked th a t proposal and 
tossed 
In 
her 
counter-plan 
that 
would reduce m ilitary personnel and 
arms of the United States, Britain, 
France, and China. The assembly's 
political com m ittee has approved 
•the majority plan and defeated the 
Russian resolution. 
Already Voted Down 
Like Dulles, British Minister of 
State Hector McNeil and French 
Foreign M inister Robert Bchuman 
rejected the R ussian proposal. Mc­ 
Neil termed it unrealistic and Schu- 
inan said it was deceiving. 
The assembly already has voted 
down a Russian demand that the 
UN. 
Atomic 
Energy 
commission 
draw up two treaties: O ne calling 
for a ban on the atom bomb and 
the other establishing an atomic 
control system. 
Vishinsky told the assembly that 
the United States is trying to ob­ 
tain control of atomic raw materials 
and at the sam e time is retaining 
its ownership of the finished prod­ 
uct. 
Questions “Good Faith" 
The W estern powers have rejected 
Russia’s plans tot atomic controls 
on the ground th a t it does not pro­ 
vide effective guarantees of control. 
Vishinsky also discussed the Ger­ 
man situation, claiming that the 
United 
States and Britain, with 
France's support, “buried” proposals 
for a Germ an peace treaty advanced 
by Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov. 
He 
also questioned 
the 
“good 
faith” of the three Western powers 
in opposing Russian moves to write 
a Japanese peace treaty. Vishinsky 
then renewed previous charges that 
the United S tates is maintaining 
m ilitary bases around the world. 
Dulles, named yesterday by Presi­ 
dent Trum an as acting chief of the 
U. S. delegation, said the Soviet 
resolution was the more dramatic 
of the two, “But it achieves drama 
at the expense of oversimplifying 
the problem—indeed, it oversimpli­ 
fies it to an extent that is almost 
irresponsible," he said.
